foundland salt herring fishery for the 
season of 1008-09 arrived here. It was 
the Veda M. MeKown which 
brought in a full cargo from Bay of Is- 
lands, N. F, 

No schooners have come in so far this 
season, but four boats are on the way, 
all of them with good trips. 

A despatch from Bonne Bay announces 
the sailing of two vessels Sunday, the 
Meteor and the Olga, each bringing about 
1900 barrels. ‘The Wm. Matheson and 
Lucinda |. Lowell sailed for home some 
days ago. All except the Wm. Mathe- 
son, ‘which hails from Bucksport, Me, 
belong here. 

So far this vessels have 
sailed. for Newfoundland to engage in 
the salt and frozen herring fishery, 32 
of them belonging at this port and three 
hailing from Bucksport. Last year 44 
vessels were engaged in this fishery and 
it looks as if before the season ends, in 
January, this year’s fleet would be fully 
as large. 

Most of the herring are smoked and 
converted into the commercial “bloater,” 
which, neatly packed in boxes, are seen 
more and more in the stores, the rich 
golden brown color making them look as 
attractive As they taste. 

The demand for “Cromarty” bloaters, 
originally a Scotch product, has grown 
very rapidly, and their production in this 
country is rapidly increasing to meet the 
market.

| » ale || erally regarded as indicating the time when 

the canal will be completed and ready for 

business. Amy serious delay at this point, or any serious damage 

done by the floods, would not necessarily interfere with operations 

at other points; byt in the end the Culebra cut must be completed 
before the work atcomplished elsewhere will count. 

This cut-was half completed on Oct. 23, when 30,002,299 cubic 
yards had been excavated and a like amount of digging remained 
to be done. It is explained that this half-way mark refers’ to the 
amount to be excavated by the Americans. If the work aécom- 
plished by the French be taken into consideration, the excavation in 
Culebra cut is nearly two-thirds-completed. Up to the time of the 
recent storm the work was proceeding in the most satisfactory 
- manner. 

Coincidentally, up to Oct. 30, 1909, practically one-half of 
the present authorized bond issue, or $181,231,071.84, had been 
expended on purchase and construction. Disbursements on con- 
structive account proper have been as follows: 

During fiscal year 1905, $3,918,819.53; 1906, $19,379,373.71; 1907, $27.- 
198,618.71; 1908, $38,003,929.04; 1909, $31,419,442.41. During first four 
monthe of fiscal year 1910, $11,046,403. 14. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that the more costly work 
of constructing locks and dams is yet to come. Those who are 
opposed to the high-level plan are insisting that it will cost very 
much more to complete the work than it has cost up to this time 
when it is half done. As against this, however, we have the 
assurance from the engineers that the original estimates will very 
nearly cover the outside cost. And the engineers up to the present 
time have given us reliable information.

CoLoNEL HENRY WATTERSON, the veteran 
editor of the Louisville Courier Journal, 
finds a parallel between’ the misunderstand- 
ing that separated Buchanan and Douglas, 
resulting in a split in the Democratic party 
that brought the Republicans into power, 
and the breach that he believes is almost 
certain to occur between William Howard 
Taft and Theodote Roosevelt, presaging 
defeat for the Republican party. Of course, 
Colonel Watterson draws his conclusion from the assumption that 
forces are operating that are calculated and certain to create division 
between the present occupant of the White House and the’ ex- 
President. “I am convinced,” he says, “that there is a strong move- 
ment on foot to bring about the nomination of President Roosevelt, 
and I believe the result will be a division between Taft and Roose- 
velt men that will split the Republican party.’’ Colonel Watterson, 
nevertheless, is not confident as to the future of his own party. 
“I do not believe,” he says, “that the Democratic party is in a posi- 
tion to take advantage of any dissensions that may arise.” 

President Taft has been in office only a little more than eight 
months. He has still to serve a little less than three years and 
four months. Or, to put it in another way, over two years must 
elapse between the present and the time when opposition to him 
in his own party could take definite shape. In politics two years 
is a long time. Two years’ time has made and unmade many a 
boom. It may seem next April, when Colonel Roosevelt returns 
to us, that nothing can resist his popularity. Yet, the remainder 
of 1910, all of 1911 and‘a part of 1912 must pass before this 
popularity can express itself in state conventions and in a national 
convention. All this time, Mr. Taft will be President,’ the most 
conspicuous figure in the republic, and unless a great change shall 
come over him, his genial nature will all this time be attracting new 
friends to his support. ~° |

_It appears that one of the great express companies is earning 
dividends of 58 per cent.

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SECRETARY BALLINGER has again deemed it 
necessary to make reply to certain charges 
brought against him by persons who have 
utterly disregarded the findings of President 
Taft in his case. It is doubtful whether the 
. secretary 1s. wise in noticing these charges, 
since fhis*seems to be what those who are 
pursuing him.are most desirous of. How- 
ever, it is only natural that he should resent 
allegations which, according to his own state- 
ments, and according to the records in the case so far as they have 
been made known, have no foundation and no excuse. ; 

It is understood in Washington that President Taft is in full 
and unreserved agreement with Secretary Ballinger’s conservation 
policy, and that this fact will be made manifest in the coming 
inessage to Congress. . We must assume that the President is well 
informed concerning Secretary Ballinger’s views and methods 
in this regard. The former, as all newspaper readers must be 
aware by this time, has taken frequent occasion to declare that his 
administration is determined to carry out the Roosevelt policies in 
this respect.

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accord on the policy of conservation, and that Mr. Ballinger’s report

Decision illegal combination and therefore must be 
| dissolved, he builds upon an_ interesting 
|| premise: “If the necessary effect of a 
* contract, combination or conspiracy is to 
stifle or directly and substantially to restrict free competition among 
the states or with foreign nations, it 1s a contract, combination or 
conspiracy in restraint of that trade, and violates the law.” 

This definition has the merit at once of being clear and compre- 
hensive, and the only possible drawback to the conclusion based upon 
it is that, if sustained by the supreme :court, its effect will be to 
bring into question the legality of many great corporations and 
combinations other than the Standard Oil Company, and, perhaps, to 
compel a very general reorganization of the economic system which 
has grown up in this country within recent years. 

In the very necessity of the case the growth of the great corpora- 
tions has been at the expense of the sialler ones. Commercial and 
industrial expansion, not in a few, butiin hundreds of well known 
cases, has meant elimination for the lesser concerns. How’ far the 
law under which the present decision 1s rendered may itself go 
without restraining, by unsettling and disturbing, trade, is a very nice 
question... Reputed able lawyers are already quoted as saving that if 
this decision stands some of the railroad mergers which have been so 
carefully brought about, the coal road; combinations, and even the 
steel trust, must prepare to detend theniselves against forcible disso- 
lution. 

What the United States supreme ¢ourt shall say is, of course, 
the imporfant thing. It may be expected to decide whether the act 
under which the opinion of the court of appeals was handed down 
ought to stand unmodified. Uninfluenced by popular clamor, by 
passion or by prejudice, the highest tribtinal in the land, we may rest 
assured, will in this case go to the very root of what we have come to 
call “corrective legislation,” and determine in a definite manner how 
far the national government is justified in undertaking to regulate the 
morals and general conduct of trade. 

Such a decision or definition, it is unnecessary to say, will make 
for the“Ssecurity of capital and labor, both of which have been too 
often unsettled by federal action in the: last few years, while it will 
give permanence to’ business and support to whatever measure of 
prosperity the country may be enjoying iat anv given time. 


; 
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We note with interest the large orders for 
rolling stock being placed by railroads, In 
most instances cars of steel construction have 
been specified, and it is evident that wooden 
freight cars are rapidly going out of use and 
a few years hence will no doubt be as gcarce 
and as conspicuous as the old-fashione:l‘four- 
wheeled coal cars that were at one; time 
in evidence almost everywhere. Wherever 
tested, accidentally or otherwise, steel ‘cars, it 
seems, have amply demonstrated their superiority. It has been shown, 
too, that these cars are cheaper in the lkumg run than those of wooden 
construction. The capacity is largely increased in this type, some of 
them accommodating as much as seventy-seven tons each. Approxi- 
mately 120,000 steel wheels, for freight cars alone, will be needed this 
year, we are told, and this has brought practically every wheel plant 
in the country into operation on full and extra time. 

In looking over the field of car building, we find that by no 
means the least interesting development is the improvements made 
in new steel sleeping-cars, the desigtis of which, while undergoing 
no radical change, have rendered these cars decidedly more spacious 
and comfortable than the old style. The dressing-rooms 1n these steel 
sleepers have been given particular attention and are more com- 
modious than in the present style of cars. Provision has been made, 
too, for taking care of the hand baggage heretofore left to clutter 
aisles and seats.- That those who have: traveled and have been sub- 
jected to the discomforts of the average sleeping-car will appreciate 
these improvements goes without saying.

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PoRTUGUESE EAstT AFRICA is casting about 
for an up-to-date means of retrieving the 
declining fortunes of its agriculture and the 
Governor of Quelimane, Mozambique, advo- 
cates the introduction of the automobile. In in 
a report to his chief he states that a mechan- 
ical substitute for all agricultural processes 
must be found since the growing scarcity of 
manual labor is more and more restricting 
agricultural pursuits. In two years of 
careful study of conditions in the Portuguese plantations on the 
lower Zambesi, the Governor found that the only possible solution 
of the problem is the automobile, because animal and steam traction 
are both entirely out of the question. 

The subject is worthy of consideration, for the Portuguese 
possessions of East Africa are large and as they represent the 
natural outlet to the sea of the northern part of British South 
Africa, their future is closely bound up with the growth of the 
South African Union and the whole of its hinterland as far as the 
lake region. As a market for agricultural motor cars the country 
about the mouth of the Zambesi, and doubtless also the territory 
north and south of it, is an important one and being whollv 
undeveloped offers exceptional opportunities. The automobile as 
an agricultural machine is certain to be without a rival because 
animal-drawn implements are as impracticable in the mouth of the 
Zambesi as is steam traction. The former had seemed to be the 
solution of the vexatious labor question years ago when the planters 
started raising cattle, but the climatic conditions made a total loss 
of the venture and again manual labor had to be relied upon solely. 
Steam traction has also been tried, but the peculiar condition of the

this years crop, counting the seed, which is selling relatively as 
high as cotton, may yield $150,000,000 to $200,000,000 in excess 
of last years value.”
